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Curia changes: 
Non-Italians | 
are gaining

VATICAN CITY (NC) — One result 
of the curial changes announced by Pope 
John Paul II on April 9 is a greater inter- 
nationalization of the Church’s highest 
administrative posts. 


The new appointments increase by 
three the number of non-Italians in the 
top posts. 3 


THERE ARE 22 key Vatican 
positions: -heads of congregations, 
secretariats, church tribunals, and the 
major commissions and _ councils 
including those on the laity, international 
justice and peace, canon law, social 
communications and family. 


After the pope's reshuffling, 16 of those 
22 spots are filled by non-Italians. One of 
the most important posts, prefect of the 
Vatican Congregation for Bishops, has 
been given to African Cardinal Bernardin 
Gantin. He is the first black to head a 
Vatican congregation and the first non- 
Italian to head the congregation for 
bishops. 

In 1962, the year in which the Second 
Vatican Council began and the year 
before Pope Paul VI was elected to the 
papacy, there were 16 key Vatican posts. 
Only four were held by’ nonItalians. 


IN 1978, the year Paul VI died, new 
directions established at the council had 
increased the number of pivotal Vatican 
posts to 20. Of those 13 were held by non- 
Italians. Now the number of non-Italians 
has jumped to 16 out of 22. 


The appointment of Cardinal Gantin 
indicates the increasing papal importance 
given to the Church in Africa, the fastest- 
growing region in terms of Church 
membership. 


Ten years ago, Africa had 39 million 
Catholics. Now the figure is 66 million, 
more than 12 percent of Africa’s 
population. What was once considered a 
missionary offspring has grown to new 
stature and become a full partner in the 
life and work of the Church. Nigeria has 
the world’s largest Catholic seminary. 


CARDINAL. GANTIN is a native of 
the former French colony of Dahomey, 
now called Benin. Another prominent 
Vatican figure from French-speaking 
Africa is one of the pope’s two personal 


secretaries, Msgr. Emery Kabongo, a 
native of Zaire. He was appointed in 
1982. 
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Deaf Catholics: Rights, needs often not met...

DEL CERRO — The deaf have given 
Deacon Robert Ekhaml more than he will 
ever give them in return, he said. But his 
work with them remains a source of 
frustration. 


The handicapped have ‘‘tremendous 
needs’? and they have a ‘‘right to 
Christian community,”’ but their rights 
and needs are not often met, he said. 


A PENANCE service held recently for 
the deaf illustrated the problem. The 
March 16 workshop on reconciliation and 
individual confession in sign language 
offered at St. Mary Magdalene parish 


was way overdue, he said. It has been two 
years since such an opportunity has 
existed here. 


Priests from the Los Angeles 
archdiocese had to be recruited since no 
diocesan priests are fluent in sign 
language. Efforts to spark interest in sign 
language among diocesan priests and 
seminarians have been unsuccessful, 
Deacon Ekham] said. 


To fully participate in many Church 
events such as Cursillos and RENEW, or 
even the sacraments themselves, the deaf 
need the help of sign language 
interpreters. 


SOME DEAF have the’ meéans to hire 
interpreters to join them at méetings and 
Masses, but many do not. In the case of 
Confession, a priest is needed who knows 
sign language. 


Laity and young seminarians must be 
found who will learn sign language and 
use it, Deacon Ekhaml said. Priests. 
deacons and older seminarians often 
already have a firm idea of what 
apostolates they will perform, he added 


Deacon Ekhaml himself was a young 
Paulist seminarian in Washington, D.C.,

‘NOT READY’ — Lutherans and 
Catholics are not ready to move toward full 
unity, and part of the reason is that ‘‘the 
present Roman officialdom is not there yet,”’ 
according to presiding Bishop David W. Preus 
of the American Lutheran Church. Instead of 
moving toward consensus in some areas with 
Lutherans, the Catholic Church is ‘‘going 
back the other way’’ on issues such as the 
ordination of women and a celibate ministry, 
Bishop Preus added. 

DIOCESES FINED — Three dioceses face 
fines from the Environmental Protection 
Agency for violations in the reporting of 
hazardous asbestos materials in their schools. 
A $23,000 penalty was assessed against the 
Diocese of Pittsburgh for violations at six of its 
schools, according to Dave Ryan, EPA press 
officer. The Diocese of Arlington, Va., was 
fined $18,000 and the Diocese of Kansas City- 
St. Joseph, Mo., was fined $6,000. 

POLITICAL GAMES? — The Olympic 
Games should not be manipulated by nations 
for political purposes, said a manifesto 
presented at a sports symposium at the 
Vatican. The document asked governments to 
prevent discrimination in sports, to respect its 
autonomy and to encourage sports activities. 
The symposium, ‘‘Moral Values in Sports,”’ 
was sponsored by the Italian Olympic 
Committee and the Vatican Holy Year 
Committee as a highlight of the Vatican’s 
international athletic jubilee, ‘‘Sports for 
Reconciliation and for Peace.’’ 

LEGALIZED INCEST — A high-level 
advisory committee has recommended changes 
in British sex laws which would legalize incest 
between brothers and sisters over 21 but 
extend criminal penalties to parents having sex 
with adopted children. The committee said 
considering incest between brothers and sisters 
over 21 a criminal offense was ‘‘unnecessarily 
cruel’’ and cited an example of a brother and 
sister separated as babies who meet as adults 
and fall in love. 

MONEY REFUSED — Catholic Relief 
Services has refused to accept some U.S. 
government aid for Central America because 


of the government’s limitations on the use of 
the funds, CRS director Lawrence Pezzullo 
said. ‘‘In some cases the U.S. government 
insists on country-specific programs...We 
don’t accept that, and we turn down the funds. 
We think the restrictions age.,unnecessarily 
tight.’ 

IMMIGRATION REFORM — The 
House Rules Committde should permit the 
opportunity to remedy the defects in the 
proposed immigration reform bill through 
amendments on the House floor, urged Msgr. 
Daniel F. Hoye, U. S. Catholic Conference 
general secretary. The proposed bill needs 
improvement in several critical areas, he said. 

WOMEN’S ‘PAIN’ — Men in authority 
positions in the Church must learn to listen to 
women’s ‘‘voice of pain,’’ Archbishop John 
R. Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis said. at a 
conference on ‘‘Church: Women and Men 
Relating.’’ The archbishop said he dreams of 
the day when Catholics no longer think of 
themselves as male and female, but as 
members of the body of Christ. 

CONFESSION IMPORTANT — 
Confession is an ‘important means to 
conversion, said Pope John Paul II during his 
weekly general audience in St. Peter’s Square. 
Speaking to more than 60,000 who stood in the 
rain, the pope said that while people do not 
have to rely solely on confession for the 
forgiveness of venial sins, they still should go 
to confession often. 

GRATEFUL FOR PRISON — “‘I can 


only thank God I-was unjustly imprisoned. - 


My arrest and subsequent detention was good 
for my spiritual growth,’’ wrote Father 
Smangaliso Mkhatshwa in a letter to Church 
officials who supported him during his four- 
month imprisonment in Cape Town, South 
Africa. The secretary general of the Southern 
African Catholic Bishops’ Conference was 
arrested Oct. 30 and charged with subversion 
and inciting riot. He was acquitted March 8 
and has resumed his conference duties. 
CARE DENIED — Arizona’s poor are 
being denied sufficient health care while 
taxpayers cope with the financial burdens of a 
program that does not work well, the state’s 
three Catholic bishops said. ‘‘Health care for 
the poor has been an issue in our state for too 
many years and is still not resolved to the 
satisfaction of the poor who need medical care 
or the Arizona taxpayers who must fund it,”’ 
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the three said. 

STAND UP — The first joint statement of 
New York state bishops issued under the 
leadership of Archbishop John J. O’Connor of 
New York listed abortion as a priority and 
called on public officials to ‘‘stand up for the 
sacredness of every human life.’’ The 
statement, issued by Archbishop O’Connor on 
behalf of all the bishops of the state, called for a 
constitutional amendment opposing legal 
abortion. 

VATICAN DIPLOMACY — The 
religious authority of the pope, not his position 
as head of Vatican City-State, is the Church’s 
basis for diplomatic relations with various 
nations, said Archbishop Pio Laghi, apostolic 
pronuncio to the United States. 

BROKEN DOWN — Negotiations 
between the Vatican and the Maltese 
government over the operation of Catholic 
secondary schools in the Mediterranean 
country have broken down, said Maltese 
Deputy Prime Minister Carmelo Bonnici. The 
negotiations, which had been. scheduled to 
resume this month, broke down because the 
Vatican had been unable to get Church 
officials in Malta to be more flexible, Bonnici 
said. 

WILSON ACCEPTED — The United 
States and the Vatican can work together for 
world peace, human rights and_ the 
development of nations, said Pope John Paul 
II as he accepted the credentials of William A. 
Wilson, first ambassador of the United States 
to the Holy See. This cooperation ‘‘means

GUERRILLAS FREED — Chile’s 
military government has allowed four. 
guerrillas who took refuge in the Vatican 
diplomatic mission in Santiago, Chile, to leave 
the country. The four arrived in Quito, 
Ecuador, April 7. Authorities said two would 
be given political asylum for 60 days and two 
would receive permanent asylum in Belgium.

PHILADELPHIA (NC) — 
Church’s teaching authority ‘‘ 
criterion”’ for what is true and complete 
doctrine, Cardinal John Krol of 


Philadelphia told a Catholics United for 
the Faith group.

It belongs to the Church’s teaching role 
to set ‘‘norms of conduct,’’ the cardinal 
said at the March 31 conference, which 
drew participants from around the 
country. 


WITHOUT SUCH authoritative 
norms, he said, the ‘‘individual 
conscience,’’ left to its own devices, 
would have no sure guide to _ its 


obligations. 


It is not necessary that a teaching be 
declared infallible in order to be binding, 
Cardinal Krol added. In its ordinary 
teaching, the Church ‘‘can impose an 
obligation with certitude,’” he said. 


CARDINAL KROL called the 
Church’s magisterium, or teaching 
authority, ‘‘a guide in the practical or 


pastoral order’’ which ‘‘stands between 
the theologians and the faithful and 
judges whether and what conclusions of 
the theologians should be passed on for 
pastoral consideration.” 


Both theologians and the magisterium 
are ‘‘servants of the Gospel and servants 
of the people,”’ he said. 


Calling Christian living ‘‘more than an 
exercise in intellectualism,’’ the cardinal 
also emphasized that faith, even orthodox 
faith, without love “‘is dry, harsh and 
sapless.”’ 


CARDINAL KROL rejected what he 
called a tendency among Catholics today 
‘*to suspect, disregard or even reject’’ 
Church teaching authority. 
authority”’ and obedience to it are what 


distinguish re ealed religion from } natural cs 


religion, he said. 


He put current Church controversies in 
historical perspective, saying that ‘‘from 
its very beginnings, the Church has been 
troubled by tensions between faith and 
theology and between obedience and 
authority.”’ 


The fact that the Church has 
‘continued to survive and increase in 
vigor and numbers’’ throughout its 
history of trials, persecution and internal 
disorders ‘‘provides evidence that the 
Church’s life and power comes not from 
men...but from God,”’ he said. 


‘HOWEVER, WE cannot be 
complacent,’’ he added. ‘‘We cannot 
assume that problems will evaporate — 
without human prayer and effort. God is 
present in His Church...but He uses 
human instruments. Those to whom He 
has entrusted the Church must be 
relentless in their efforts to purify it, to 
renew it and reform it.”’

Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez of 
San Diego and a number of other bishops 
were among the nearly 400 delegates who 
met in the Chicago suburb of Rosemont, 
Ill., April 4-7. They came to set priorities 
and plan for the third Encuentro Nacional 
Hispano de Pastoral (National Hispanic 
Pastoral Encounter) to be held in 
Washington in August 1985. 


_ Evangelization was set as the top 
Pp jority ‘for the nation’s 16 million 
Roman Catholics; others 
included education, social justice, youth 
and the formation and development of 
leadership within the Hispanic 
community. 


THE PRIMARY purpose of the entire 
encuentro process is to get Spanish- 
speaking Catholics to participate in the 
Church and in society itself, said Bishop 
Chavez. Hispanics have unique values to 


offer as individuals and as a community, 
he added. 


“The bishops have said that Hispanic 
Catholics are to be considered a gift, not a 
problem, and to be active participants in 
the Church and society, not merely 
passive shadows,”’ said the bishop. 


In the San Diego diocese, he said, the 
development of leadership within the 
Hispanic community compares favorably 
with or better than most other dioceses, 
but when it comes to matters of social 
justice, ‘‘other dioceses are far

advanced.’’ 


THE PROBLEM is basically one of 
indifference on the part of many Catholics 
to the real needs of their brothers and 
sisters in Christ, many of them 
Hispanics, said Bishop Chavez. He cited 
immigration laws, voter registration, 
housing: and bilingual education as 
specific areas that need to be addressed. 


‘*There is a great amount of work to be 
done — not as an institutional Church, 
but as people aware of the needs of 
others,’’ he said. 


Earlier encuentros were held in 1972 
and 1977. ‘‘What they accomplished was 
an awareness of the (need for) leadership 
and participation as a community coming 
together, and that things can be better,”’ 
said Bishop Chavez. filer

‘A gift, not a problem’ 


THE ENCUENTRO process 
“‘presents an ideal,’’ showing the 
possibility of what can actually be 
achieved, said the bishop. 


But the ultimate impact of Hispanics in 
the-years to come will be determined by 
the amount of their own participation, in 
their own behalf, both as citizens and 
members of the Church, he added.

this child’s life has been punctuated by gunfire. Hatred and 
death have surrounded him since the day he was born. 


Yet love also flourishes, even in war-torn Lebanon. The photo 
above captures one moment in one life. The photo also speaks 
about what is possible in every life. 


Love is always a possible decision. Many times the odds are 
against it, but the strength of love triumphs again and again. 
Scripture tells us that ‘‘love is stronger than death.’’ The photo is 
but one more reminder of this. 


For 2000 years, the raising of Jesus from the dead has been a 
source of strength and inspiration to countless millions.

Though the penalties can be stiff, tax 
resistance by conscientious objectors to 
the nuclear arms race or to Central 
America policy may reach a new peak this 
tax season, particularly within the 
Catholic Church. 


‘The Catholic Church...is far ahead in 
the resistance movement,’’ said Karl 
Meyer, a war tax resister for more than 
20 years who began withholding taxes 
while a member of a Catholic Worker 
community. 


Other Catholics have also been visible 
in the resistance movement, including 
Archbishop Raymond Hunthausen of 
Seattle and several other priests across the 
country. 


According to Meyer, war tax resistance 
peaked during the Vietnam War but has 
received new momentum during the 
administration of Ronald Reagan. 
‘(President Jimmy) Carter was perceived 
as having sensitivity to arms control,’’ 
Meyer said. ‘‘Reagan is perceived as 
going in the opposite direction.” 


Meyer also said the increase in Catholic 
tax resisters comes from a “‘feeling of 
passion and outrage at ongoing U.S. 
intervention in Central America,’’ 
particularly after the 1980 murders in El 
Salvador of Archbishop Oscar Romero of 
San Salvador and four American women 
missionaries. : 


Methods of tax resistance vary from 
simply not filing a return or paying only 
part of the estimated tax to claiming an 
excessive number of deductions or 
claiming a ‘‘war tax credit.’’ 


The civil and criminal penalties for the 
actions also vary from a 50 percent 
penalty and 50 percent interest on the 
unpaid portion of taxes to a year in jail 
and-or a $25,000 fine for failing to file. 


.. But according to a spokesman for the | 
Internal Revenue Service, before things. . 
get that far the IRS initiates collection 


procedures, beginning with a series of 
four letters. The first letter is one 
‘‘advising you to pay,’’ and the fourth is a 
“notice before levy.”’ 


If the letters are ignored, the 
spokesman said, the IRS can take action 
by either levying a bank account or 
wages, or seizing property. 

One priest who lost his car because of 
his tax resistance was Father Cosmas 
Raimondi, associate pastor of St. Thomas, 
Aquinas parish in Indianapolis. 


The IRS had issued a notice of levy on 
the priest’s salary, expecting the parish 
council to pay the $604.18 in tax, 
penalties and interest. But after weeks of 
discussion, the parish refused. 


The IRS seized the priest’s car and 
auctioned it. 


Eleven Milwaukee priests planned to 
announce in newspaper advertisements 
the week before this year’s April 16 tax 
deadline their intention tor withhold part 
of their taxes. ‘“‘Five or six have withheld 
before,’’ said Father John Brophy of 
Milwaukee, a member of the group. 


Jeanne Derland of the Center on Law 
and Pacifism in Colorado Springs, Colo., 
said that frequency of collection and 
methods of collection ‘‘seem to vary 
according to the local IRS office.”’ 


IRS collection procedures ‘‘are all 
outlined, but they don’t always act,”’ she 
said. The center has worked with some 
resisters with whom the IRS _ began 
collection proceedings ‘‘and then just 
stopped.”’ 


The IRS spokesman however said the 
agency tries to follow up on all delinquent 
taxes. ‘‘It’s highly possible that a 
relatively small amount are not followed 
up.” 

‘‘When dealing with people who have 
moral or religious convictions’ which 


prevent them from paying all or part of 


their taxes, Ms. Derland said, ‘‘the 
sanctions don’t matter.”’

1984 Easter Message 


Christ’s Resurrection has revealed ‘‘the glory of the future 
age’’ and at the same time has confirmed ‘‘the boast of the 
Cross’’: the glory that is hidden in the very suffering of Christ 
and which has been and is often mirrored in human suffering as 
an expression of man’s spiritual greatness. 

Through the Resurrection He manifests the victorious power 
of suffering, and He wishes to imbue with the conviction of this 
power the hearts of those whom He chose as His followers. 

In Christ’s salvific mission, the Son strikes evil right at its 
transcendental roots from which it develops in human history. 
These transcendental roots of evil are grounded in sin and death: 
they are at the basis of the loss of eternal life. The mission of the 
only-begotten Son consists in conquering sin and death. He 
conquers sin by His obedience unto death, and He overcomes 
death by His Resurrection. This work, in the plan of eternal 
love, has a redemptive character. In the wake of His victory over 
sin, He also takes away the dominion of death. By His 
Resurrection begins the process of the future resurrection of the 
body. Both are essential conditions of ‘‘eternal life,’’ that is, of 
man’s definitive happiness in union with God. The Resurrection 
does not abolish temporal suffering from human life, nor free 
from suffering the whole historical dimension of human 
existence; it nevertheless throws a new light upon this dimension 
and upon every suffering: the light of salvation. This is the light 
of the Gospel. 

In the Gospel we find Christ saying: ‘‘I am the Resurrection 
and the Life, he who believes in Me...shall never die.’’ In Jesus, 
Who was crucified and laid in the tomb and then rose again, 
‘four hope of resurrection dawned, the bright promise of 
immortality.” 

The Resurrection allows us to go beyond the bounds of 
temporariness unto ‘‘the glory of the future age.”’ 

The Resurrection is the triumph of life over death, of the 
heavenly over the earthly, of the divine over the human and it 
eminently realizes the ideal of holiness.

decision, embracing the commitment are not as arduous 
nor taxing as the slow process of integrating and 
activating all that into daily living. Like marriage, the 
really hard work starts after the honeymoon when love 
must endure and withstand the tedium and monotony of 
the day-to-day business of survival. 


SOMETIMES WE are tempted to cling to the spiritual 
events or experiences that awaken us to new liveliness, 
rather as a person adrift in a sea may clutch at a lifebelt. 
But a person can drift in a lifebelt, too. 


We can cling so tightly to the high points in our lives 
that we are virtually immobilized. But lifebelts are only a 
means to an end. They will keep us afloat in rough times, 
but if we are to go anywhere we have to strike out for the 
shore. And that means letting go of the lifebelt. 


Spiritual high times are not an end in themselves, they 
are the means to a truly Christian life. They are given, 
not for their own sakes, but to help us find our way and 
maintain our enthusiasm through the long plain times. It 
is the plain times that prove our faith and solidify our 
commitment. 


WE DO ourselves a disservice if we allow these times of 
celebrative activity in the Church’s year to slip by without 


on. 


During Lent we talked about the seven deadly sins in 
family life: pride, anger, covetousness, envy, lust, 
gluttony and sloth. I wrote that instead of focusing on 
these as signs of failure, we must learn to recognize them 
as opportunities for rising above them into the kind of 
family we can be and God means us to be. 


_. Resurrection — Easter — is a time of rising, of hope, a 


stronger and brought us closer to God. Likewise, Easter 
in the family is an appropriate time to focus on what we 
have that is good and look over those rough times in 
family life past and say, ‘‘We dealt with that and we no 
longer have that problem.”’ 


WE OFTEN forget to acknowledge how good we are. 
We fail to thank God for giving us the grace and gifts to 
overcome weaknesses in our parenting, our spousing, and 
ourselves. 


I recognized this recently when I asked a number of 
couples to'respond to research for my upcoming book on 
how healthy families deal with everyday stresses. I gave 
them a list of 30 stresses connected with the overall top 
stress of finances and budgeting. Many of them 
completed the survey and told me, ‘‘We used to have this 


much thought. We are at the oasis, we might as well fill 
our canteens and sheepskins or whatever other water- 
_carrying container we have on hand, and face the desert 
well prepared! 


We may even throw dignity and self-consciousness 
aside and wallow a while in the living water so that it 
might seep deeper into our being. Be glad that Christ is 
born and God incarnate among us! Be excited that Lent is 
already almost over the horizon and this year, just maybe 
this year, we will truly give our lives over to the one who 
was so recently child, will soon be so tragically man and 
triumphantly God! 


It’s time again for living new resolutions — or maybe 
living the old ones we made so often before 
unsuccessfully. It is the beginning of a new, wonderful 
year and the closer we bind ourselves to Christ in these 
days, the nearer he will be to us in the long days ahead. 


WE HAVE built up a fine impetus with Lent, we can 
build on it now and in the next few months and make 
those remaining ‘‘ordinary’’months a toboggan ride! And 
that’s not such a bad simile. Only Christians would have 
faith enough to go tobogganning in summer and count on 
Christ to provide the snow.

HE WAS talking about the promise of resurrection for 
all of us in family life. Happy Easter and many happy 
resurrections. 


Birth and death, life and resurrection 


Easter is a glorious feast. It is awesome because it is 
concerned with the ultimate realities of life and death, of 
faith and hope. In faith we look back upon an event of 
history, the resurrection of Christ from the dead. In hope 
we trust that His resurrection assures our resurrection, 
that death will lead to life for us as it did for Jesus. It 
would seem that if our faith were deep enough and our 
hope strong enough we would welcome death. And yet the 
truth is that we have an incurable instinct within us 
whereby we fear death and cling to life. Anyone who does 
not fear his own death has either received an 
extraordinary grace from God or he is out of his mind. 


To have a clearer view of the meaning of Easter and 
Christ’s resurrection for us in the face of death, it is 
helpful to think of yourself before birth back in your 
mother’s womb. Let us imagine that your mother can 
communicate with you while you are inside her body. She 
begins to tell you about a life awaiting you, a fuller life in 
the world outside her body. She explains that you really 
should look forward to the day of your birth so that you 


may begin a more wonderful and complete form of life. 
You are not sure of all of this. You say, ‘‘Wait a minute. 
It is pretty comfortable where I am. I am warm and 
protected, safe and well fed. I don’t know what lies 
beyond birth and I am not sure I want it. I think I will just 
stay where I am, thank you.”’ 


YOUR MOTHER tries to enrich your outlook by 
giving you a motive for hope. She explains, ‘‘You had an 
older brother. He lived in my womb for a time, too. But 
then he was born. He has gone before you in birth and I 
assure you that he is doing quite nicely.”’ 


Like birth for an infant in the womb, death for us in 
this world is an unknown. We see what we have here; we 
are unsure about what will come after death. God the 
Father reveals to us that death leads to the fullness of life. 
Death is not the end but the beginning. We do not, 
through this word of God, come to sure knowledge, only 
to faith. Our faith is bolstered by an image of hope. 


God the_Father, more tender than the most devoted of 
mothers, explains to us: “‘You have an older brother. He 


lived for a while within the womb of this world, but then 
He died. He has gone before you in death. But death was 
like a birth to a new life, a passage to a fuller, eternal 
existence. I assure you that He is doing quite nicely and I 
plan for you to follow Him.’’ 


WHEN A woman is carrying an infant in her womb, 
she must be careful about maintaining her health because 
she provides. nourishment for the growing infant. Her 
doctor warns her: ‘‘No cigarettes, take it easy on the 
alcohol, keep a balanced diet.’ The nourishment the 
child receives in the womb is significant in fostering his 
health and may even determine whether he is born dead 
or alive. 


While we are in the womb of this earth, God the Father 
nourishes us with the body and blood of His son. The 
Eucharist is spiritual food and drink which fosters our 
spiritual health and even guarantees a live birth, a birth 
unto resurrection. 

At Easter we look back in faith upon the resurrection of 


Christ and in hope we can look forward to death as a birth 
with Christ to the fullness of life.

My husband was reading a book 
recently titled ““The First Three 
Minutes,’ by Steven Weinberg. 
The title refers to the first three 
minutes of the known universe. 

Weinberg is a Harvard Univer- 
sity nuclear physicist. His theory 
is that in the beginning there was 
nothing: no time, no space, no 
matter, no light. Nothing. Then 
an unimaginable explosion occur- 
red. It not only brought time and 
space into being, but it set off a 
series of critical events for crea- 
tion as we know it. 

But how could it all happen, 
this unimaginable explosion?

Hawking is a physicist and 
cosmologist, one who studies the 
origins of the universe. He once 
told an interviewer that he wanted 
to know why the universe exists 
at all and why it is as it is. Later, a 
New York Times writer asked 
Hawking if this search had a 
religious component. The scien- 
tist’s reply, which strikes me as 
reverent in its simplicity, was: “I 
suppose so. But I would have 
thought that everyone would want 
to know that.” 

One senses that Hawking is 
reluctant to use the word “‘God”’ 
too lightly. One also senses his 
humility before the mystery that 
sustains the universe. In that 
sense, he is in the great traditio 
of Albert Einstein. ~~ eis 

A larger-than-life statue of Eins-" 
tein graces the front garden of the 

National Science Foundation in 

Washington, D.C. It is a seated 

figure, and college students like 

to have their photographs taken 

in the Einstein embrace, as if 

they feel at home with one who 

himself felt so at home in the 
universe. 

His sculpted face seems to me 

at once peaceful and 

restlessly curious.

about his mind and spirit. 

One of Einstein’s biographers 
was Abraham Pais, a colleague 
who knew him for a number of 
years. Pais writes that while Eins- 
tein’s life was not one of prayer 
and worship, it was one of deep 
faith — a faith not easily explain- 
ed. It was a faith that drew him 
into a life-long effort to discover 
the laws of nature. 

We catch a glimpse of Eins- 
tein’s faith in his remark, ‘Subtle 
is the Lord, but malicious he is 
not.’’ The scientist further ex- 
plained himself, saying: “Nature 
hides her secrets because of her 
essential loftiness, but not by 
means of ruse.” 

This remark reveals a profound 
respect for the cosmic order, and 


for the mystery behind that . 


order. It reflects the insight of 
the ancient Israelites, from whom 
we learn that, in the end, we can 
only revere what the mystery 
reveals. 
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Scientists like Weinberg and 
Hawking and Einstein focus 
much attention on the mysteries 
on the horizons of the galaxies. 
Others, however, dig into the 
earth, looking for clues to the 
beginnings. of human life. 

Some have seen the entire 
scientific adventure as a threat to 
Christian belief in God as Creator 
and Sustainer. But I wonder how

the scientific quest — the quest 
for knowledge about what was 
and is — would detract from the 
glory of such a Creator? 

Clearly, Pope John Paul II 
welcomes the search and the 
searchers. Not long ago he told a 
group of scientists: “All scientific 
progress, pursued with rectitude, 
honors humanity and is a tribute 
to the Creator of all things.”’ 

It seems to me that every time 
another fossil is unearthed, every 
time a new star is noted, every 
time the human mind constructs 
yet another hypothesis, the in- 
tricacies of the Mind of the 
Maker, to use the phrase of 


~ Dorothy Sayers, are uncovered a 


little. 

And human creativity, like 
human love, helps us to envision 
the Creator, the one we call God. 
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I asked my husband, who likes 
to think about such things, what 
kind of a God would initiate the 
unimaginable explosion that 
Weinberg theorized about in his 
book, and the complex 
developments that followed. 

“A God capable of the most 
wonderful puzzle,’ my husband 
responded. ‘“We’ll never tire of 
it. That’s our inheritance from 
the God of the universe.”

One night several years ago a friend and I 
sat in a dimly lit chapel, alone with a piano 
and a guitar. She was putting the finishing 
touches on a simple piece of music she had 
written for her parish’s Lenten liturgies. 
She admitted it had been a laborious, 
energy-consuming experience as she attempted 
to weave together words and melody in an 
original, personal way. She struggled with it, 
sometimes encountering blocks that prevented 
her from moving forward. ; 
Other times the music just seemed to flow 
from her imagination as if it had a life of its 
own. She felt a sense of exhilaration that night 
as she completed the song. 
Her excitement stemmed from the fact that 
she had unraveled a tangled web of ideas, 
feelings and images from deep within herself 
and had found a way to give them expression 
and form. She had brought something new in- 
to existence. 

Philosophers and theologians have written 
for centuries about the nature of creativity and 
the function of art. The two concepts seem to 

elude concrete definitions or short, easy ex- 
planations. Yet it has been said that the ability 
to create is at the core of human existence. 
Acts of creation occur all around us every 
day. For a parent, just telling a story to a 
child can be creative. A group of citi- 
zens addressing the problems of home- 
lessness or unemployment in a com- 
munity can be creative. 
But often when we think of crea- 
tivity our minds leap to people 
like Beethoven or Shakespeare. 
How often do we view 
ourselves or the people 
‘ around us as artists?

“An artist dwells in all of us,” 
said Sister Bock, a painter and 
sculptor. All people “‘have creative 
impulses within them, whether we 
are musicians or dancers or artists; 
whether we are parents or wheth- 
er we cook creatively or decorate 
our home creatively,’’ she added. 

For her the essence of creativity 
is being able to take things that 
already exist and to see them in a 
new way; to connect them in a 
different way. In creating 


something, she said, “the whole — . 
“ person comes into play — mind, 


heart, soul, guts.” 

Sister Bock doesn’t think people 
can expect to develop creative 
abilities in all fields. But she thinks 
most people are able to find one 
area to develop. And sometimes 
this helps them appreciate artistic 
endeavors in other areas. 

Undoubtedly one of the times 
people would most like to find 
new ways of tapping their creative 
potential is whenever they are 
bored by the routine in their lives.

That same quest to understand 
the origins and structures of the 
universe continues today. Asked 
why the question is perennially 
fascinating, physicist Charles 
Misner of the University of 
Maryland replied: ‘““Why do peo- 
ple like to climb mountains? 
Because it’s a combination of the 
most majestic and the most fun- 
damental things there are to 
speculate about.” 

He also guesses that people en- 
joy “dealing with huge topics. 
It’s exhilarating.’’ And for those 
with a religious background, deal- 
ing with the origins of the 
universe encompasses all we 
know about God as creator. 

A Notre Dame University grad- 
uate, Misner is a teacher and 
researcher in physics who 
doesn’t think science and religion 
are necessarily incompatible. “‘It 
depends on the theology,’ he 
said, observing that there is 
nothing in Catholic theology that 
is incompatible with science or 
incapable of dealing with new 
scientific discoveries. 

“An individual scientist can 
easily be a believer,’ he con- 
tinued. The scientist can see his 
work as ‘‘a study of the beauty 
and intricacy and awesomeness 
of creation.’’ Creation is amazing, 
Misner thinks, for there is ‘“‘as 
much care and subtlety’”’ on the 
small scale as on the large.) 


A religious bent Can motivate a 
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scientist to pursue a line of 
research in hopes it will shed 
light on God as creator, Misner 
said. This can “‘spark the 
imagination.” 

But, the physicist cautioned, 
there are limits: A person who is 
a scientist can speak about God 
as a creator — but he does not 
do so specifically in his capacity 
as a scientist. 

Misner pointed out that to date 
physicists, as such, can find ‘‘no 
explanation for the moment of 
creation.’’ All science can do 
now, he observed, is ‘‘tell us 
how the universe behaved in its 
infancy.’ He added that the cur- 
rently popular “Big Bang’ theory 
does not explain everything 
either. The physicist pushes back 
to the edges of creation, he said, 
but to date has found no final 
scientific answers. 

Misner commented that 
“science can manipulate the 
world but not create it.’ In his 
view, scientists and theologians 


. can benefit from a dialogue. 


Scientists “can hope to learn 
something about God by study- 
ing the physical universe,” 
Misner said. And ‘“‘theologians 
could gain insights by making use 
of the viewpoints of scientific 
discoveries and descriptions of 
the universe.”

During their exile in Babylon, 
God’s people ran the risk of 
becoming assimilated into the 
polytheistic culture they en- 
countered. A concern of the 
Israelite priests was to counter 
this. The creation account in 
Genesis 1:1-2:4, written later than 
many people may realize, reflects 
this. 

The Babylonians had their own 
story of the creation. It reflected 
their belief that the universe 
resulted from a chaotic struggle 
among squabbling divinities. 

The Genesis account counter- 
acts this crassly pagan myth. It 
insists that the universe is the 
work of the one true God. 

So how did the universe begin? 
Scientists are. still working with 
theories of this that sometimes 
seem to conflict with each other. 
The Bible doesn’t really answer 
the question of “Show” the © 
universe was created either. 

What the Bible does tell us is 
‘“‘who”’ created the world. The 


‘biblical authors were theologians, 
not scientists. For that very sim- 
ple reason there can really be no 
conflict between the Bible and 
science — except, of course, 
when either scientists or 
theologians exceed their limits. 

The biblical authors do not 
pretend to say “how’’ God 
created, but they are sure, with 
the sureness of faith, that God 
did create. 

Both accounts portray a God 
who is not only supremely 
powerful, but supremely good. 
Hence the world God creates is 
good, very good. 

God is supremely loving, too. 
God creates on his own initiative, 
simply to share his life and his 
love. 

Even after human beings tarnish 
the image in which God created 
them, he does not stop loving 
them. Instead he promises them 
ultimate victory over the forces 
of evil (Genesis 3:15).

Think about what it means to 
continue God’s creation — to be 
a modern creator, that is, a 
creative person: 

1. To create something new, 
you need a fresh idea. This is an 
essential ingredient — a starting 
point. 

It may be a new and totally 
original idea. Or it may be an old 
idea that you refine, or refresh, 
Or present anew. 

Your creative impulse may 
spring from your own, individual 
idea. But many creative ideas 
result from the efforts of two or 
more people. 

Whatever the case, modern 
creators begin with an idea — or 
perhaps you will want to call it 
your intuition. 

2. But more is required. New 
ideas need to be pondered and 
refined before they reach their 
final creative form. 

In other words, creative people 
need to question their own ideas 
— to see whether they will 
work; and to see. whether they 
are valuable or good. 

You might ask, ““What’s the 
spirit of this idea? What’s the 
value in the creative approach 
you have conceived?”

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Curia changes: Non-Italians are gaining

For his new appointments, the pontiff dipped also into 
English-speaking Africa, tapping a member of Nigeria’s 
Ibo tribe, 51-year-old Archbishop Francis Arinze of 
Onitsha, named propresident of the Vatican Secretariat 
for Non-Christians. 


As head of the congregation for bishops Cardinal 
Gantin becomes one of the most powerful persons in the 
Church, on a level below the pope and Vatican Secretary 
of State Cardinal Agostino Casaroli. 


CARDINAL GANTIN’S job is to oversee the 
appointment of the world’s Catholic bishops, except for 
those in missionary territories and in Eastern churches. If 
he follows the procedures of his predecessor Cardinal 
Sebastiano Baggio, he will hold lengthy individual 
meetings with the pope three or four times a month. 


The growing strength of the Church in Africa is not the 
only reason for Cardinal Gantin’s appointment. 


“You cannot call Gantin’s appointment a total 
surprise,’’ said a U.S. priest working in the Curia. ‘““The 
pope knew him well, from the cardinal’s work at justice 
and peace, and has long recognized his capabilities.”’ 


CARDINAL GANTIN had been president of the 
Pontifical Commission for Justice and Peace since 1976. 


Cardinal Gantin also offers another dimension, a 
chance for the pope to make a statement about the 
universalism of a Church which has no racial barriers. 


Archbishop Arinze’s appointment to the non-Christian 
secretariat denotes another growing trend in curial 
appointments, that of naming people currently working 
as resident bishops. 

ALSO ILLUSTRATIVE of this trend are Archbishop 
Dermot Ryan of Dublin, Ireland, new head of the 
Vatican Congregation for the Evangelization of Peoples, 
and Cardinal Roger Etchegaray of Marseille, France, the 
new president of the justice and peace commission. 


These appointments offer the possibility of fresh 
approaches based on recent pastoral experience. The 
pope also mixed these appointments with promotions of 
other men having long experience in Vatican 
administrative posts. 


A key factor in the latest appointments is the expanded 
role given to Secretary of State Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli. He now also represents the pope in all matters 
pertaining to the temporal affairs of Vatican City.

soul of his role. 


NEW YORK (NC) — U.S. representatives of Mother 
Teresa have filed a complaint in New York to stop a group 
known as the Foundation of Tribute to Mother Teresa 
from using her name without authorization. The 
complaint was filed with the New York state attorney 
general April 9 by Sister Priscilla Lewis, American 
superior of Mother Teresa’s Missionaries of Charity. 
Lawrence X. Cusack, an attorney for the nuns, said one 
of the foundation directors, Robert Pearlman, who had 
written to Mother Teresa, had received a handwritten 
note asking the group not to use her name. A copy of her 
reply, four handwritten pages from Calcutta, India, dated 
March 17, was included with the complaint papers. ‘‘I 
have come to the conclusion that “Tribute to Mother 
Teresa’ is one more way of the rich using the poor to make 
money,’ Mother Teresa wrote. 
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At present, even commonplace matters as the issuing of 
new Vatican stamps or coins must reach the pope’s desk 
for approval. Although Cardinal Casaroli had already 
been delegated to exercise some of the pontiff’s temporal 
powers, such as meeting with Vatican workers who were 
seeking wage increases, his new appointment formalizes 
his position as the pope’s chosen delegate. 


The expanded role for Cardinal Casaroli also focuses 
attention on U.S.-born Archbishop Paul Marcinkus, 
head of the Vatican bank and propresident of the 
governing body of Vatican City. In effect, the archbishop 
is the day-to-day “‘governor’’ of the 108-acre nation. 


CARDINAL CASAROLI’S previous responsibilities 
as president of the commission of cardinals supervising 
the temporal operations of Vatican City were lifted in the 
new decree and given to Cardinal Sebastiano Baggio, 
retiring head of the congregation for bishops. 

In one sense, Archbishop Marcinkus’ position has not 
changed at all but he now has Cardinal Baggio as his 
immediate overseer. 

Vatican sources say that Archbishop Marcinkus has 
been assured that he should-continue his functions as 
‘““governor.’’ 


AS FOR his position as head of the Vatican bank, 


‘Archbishop Marcinkus’ role does not seem to change 


because of Cardinal Casaroli’s increased temporal 
powers. For years, the chain of command has provided 
for the Vatican bank to report to the Secretariat of State. 


Another significant fact about the new appointments is 
that the pope accepted the resignations of cardinals from 
posts for which their five-year terms had expired: 
Cardinal Baggio as head of the bishops congregation; 
Cardinal Agnelo Rossi as head of the evangelization 
congregation; Cardinal Opilio Rossi as head of the laity 
council; Cardinal Eduardo Pironio as head of the 
Religious congregation; and Cardinal Gantin as head of 
the justice and peace commission. 


The only exception was Cardinal Johannes 
Willebrands, who has been since 1969 the prefect of the 
Vatican Secretariat for Promoting Christian Unity. He 
will become 75 in September, the age at which he would 
be required to submit a letter of resignation. 


IN POPE Paul VI’s reform of the Curia in 1967, 
submission of resignations was stipulated at the end of five 
years in a curial post. Until now, that had been regarded 
as a formality and office-holders were regularly 
reappointed.

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Brovelli bolts USD, 
jumps back to USF 


ALCALA PARK — When Jim Brovelli answered the 
University of San Francisco’s ‘‘call to bring them back to 
glory’’ and left his basketball coaching job at the 
University of San Diego, a school official here was 
‘*disappointed’’ but not ‘‘surprised.’’ 


“I think that I was very disappointed in his leaving, but 
I understand his decision,’’ said Viatorian Father Patrick 
Cahill, USD’s athletic director. 


“IT WAS such a struggle for him,’’ Father Cahill said 
of the West Coast Athletic Conference’s 1984 Coach of 
the Year who recently was named head basketball coach 
at the Jesuit-run USF. 


The fact that it was a struggle says ‘‘good things’’ about 
USD, Father Cahill said. The allure of USF for Brovelli is 
quickly evident. San Francisco is his hometown and the 
scene of his high school and college sporting triumphs. He 
is a 1964 USF graduate and a member of its sporting Hall 
of Fame. He played for USF when its basketball team 
won two NCAA championships. 


Brovelli led USD to the 1984 West Coast Athletic 
Conference championship this year. The team lost its 
first-round tournament game to Princeton University. 
The hope for next year based on last year’s conference 
success has not been dimmed by Brovelli’s departure, 
Father Cahill said. 


‘“‘WE’RE STILL hopeful,’’ he said. Four of five 
starters will return and two “‘good recruits’’ are expected. 
Brian Jackson, a point guard from Mesa College in 
Arizona, and Steve Moser, a 6-foot-6-inch forward from 
Huntington Beach are USD-bound. 


Father Cahill also expects to have no trouble finding a 
replacement for Brovelli. USD is now well-known 
because its squad took the Western Conference title, he 
said. Before Brovelli’s position was officially announced 
as open on April 12, USD had received about 50 
applications. ‘‘I’m afraid of the avalanche of applications 
to come,’’ Father Cahill admitted. 

Meanwhile, Brovelli has a challenge of his own to deal 
with as he oversees preparations for the resumption of the 
San Francisco basketball program in the 1985-86 season. 

INTERCOLLEGIATE basketball was discontinued 
in 1982 at USF following a series of scandals involving 
recruiting practices and payments to team members. 

Twice in the three years before the program was 


- discontinued it was placed on probation by the NCAA 


and a third NCAA investigation was under way. 


The termination of the program ended a 58-year era in 
which USF compiled a record of 869 wins and 467 losses.

Priests are shepherds, serving Christ 
the Good Shepherd, said the bishop; he 
went on to link the sacramental 
priesthood with the ultimate mysteries of 
redemption and grace, and the necessity 
of the ordained priesthood in the overall 
economy of salvation decreed by God in 
Christ. 


‘“WE ARE more necessary than ever 
before as priests because Christ is more 
necessary than ever before, and you are 
called by the Good Shepherd to be His 
priests,’’ said Bishop Maher. ‘‘We have 
in our hands the power the Lord has 
given to us.”’ 


The bishop went on to stress the 
importance of prayer and the sacrament 
of penance in a priest’s own life, both for 
his own sake and the sake of those he 
ministers to, and that the priestly 
vocation is rooted in the ‘‘new and eternal 
covenant’’ of Christ Himself. 


‘‘We are servants of Christ, stewards of 
the mysteries of God...we are His tools,”’ 
said Bishop Maher. ‘‘The priest is the 
man favored by grace, the priest is the 
steward of grace...the priest is to proclaim 
the Good News, liberation in the midst of 
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April 1 2 Chrism Mass a celebration of priesthood 


_evil, and to bind up the wounds of the 
human heart. Nobody can take our 
place.’’ 


“SOUR PRIESTHOOD is 
ministerial,’’ continued the bishop. 
‘*Yes, we are to serve, to bring man to the 
very foundation of his humanity, to the 
essence of his dignity, to the depths of the 
mystery of redemption...we are to 
forgive, serve and reconcile. the human 
conscience to the God of love.”’ 


Bishop Maher spoke of the intrinsic 
link between the ordained priesthood and 
the Eucharist — ‘‘the sacrifice of Christ 
Himself entrusted to our priestly hands”’ 
— and that the priest acts ‘‘in persona 
Christi, in the name of Christ and with His 
power.” 


The bishop concluded his remarks with 
a call for the assembled priests to be 
“‘heroically faithful’? to their priestly 
vocation, to maintain ‘‘unity of the spirit 
and the bond of peace...there is one body 
and one spirit, one Lord, one faith, one 
baptism, one God and Father of us all.”’ 


BISHOP MAHER invited the priests 
to stand and renew their vows “‘in the 
presence of your bishop and God’s holy 
people.’’ He then asked those in 
attendance: ‘‘My brothers and sisters, 
pray for your priests....”’

Says lightning 


caused image 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Giovanni 
Battista Judica-Cordiglia, an Italian 
scientist, has performed experiments 
which he says explain how the image of a 
man, believed to be Jesus of Nazareth, 
could have been created on the Shroud of 
Turin by lightning. 

Judica-Cordiglia said that he believes a 
lightning bolt struck the burial cloth 
creating a negative photographic image 
2,000 years ago. 

JUDICA-CORDIGLIA said that he 
has conducted experiments with 
electricity to recreate what he believes 
were the conditions which caused the 
image of a man to be imprinted on the 
14-foot piece of linen. 

A lightning bolt striking the shrouded 
body of Christ could have caused the 
linen to react like photographic paper and 
to remain imprinted with a negative 
image, he said. 

The scientists added that the oils and 
creams used to anoint the dead body 
could have helped to create the image by 


changing the chemistry of the linen cloth. 


TO RECREATE the conditions in his 
laboratory, Judica-Cordiglia used 90,000 
volts of electricity to create the image of 
an anointed and linen-wrapped human 
hand on a piece of cloth.

balsam mixed in with the olive oil to 
create ‘‘something that’s sweet, that’s 
pungent, that reminds us of the solemnity 
of what we’re doing,’’ said Father 
O’Donnell. 


The balsam was mixed into the oil 
during the Mass by Bishop Maher; the. 
exact proportions do not really matter. 
“Like liturgy, it’s an inexact science,’ 
Father O’Donnell said. 

IN THE past, the exact number of 
priests, deacons and subdeacons assisting 
the bishop was detailed. A bishop was 
expected to hold the ceremony in his 
cathedral church on Holy Thursday. 


But now, other considerations take 
precedent. Because parish priests attend 
the Chrism Mass, Holy Thursday is not a 
good day for the service. ‘‘It hasn’t been 
on Holy Thursday for quite a while...it’s 
very difficult for priests to be in their 
parishes and at the Mass,’’ said 
Franciscan Sister Joanne Nicgorski of 
the Liturgy Center. 

The bishop is not limited to holding the 
Chrism Mass in his cathedral, Father 


O’Donnell said. ‘‘Anywhere he is is ° 


where the head of the Church of San 
Diego is,’’ he said. 

THE OILS are carried out in 
procession by three deacons after the 
Mass and put into special vessels called 
stocks; they are then given to priests or 
parish representatives. ‘‘The liturgical 
ideal,’’ Father O’Donnell said, calls for 
parishes to display the oils in a prominent 
place to illustrate their importance.

“I am the only clergyman in the 
diocese who signs,’’ Deacon Ekhaml said. 
No Sisters, no priests and just a few 
Catholic laity. consistently — interpret 
Catholic events for the deaf, he said. 


HE ESTIMATES that there are up to 
2,000 deaf Catholics in the diocese, and 
“‘there’s nobody working with them.’’ He 
doesn’t have time for an ‘‘effective 
ministry’’ to the disabled because he is 
married, works full-time, and already has 
other pastoral duties. 


He counsels the deaf and prepares one 
or two couples a year for marriage. A 
volunteer is needed to sign during 
Engaged Encounter retreats, he said. 
“‘We really need a core of people who are 
interested in working with the 
handicapped.’’ 


When Deacon Ekham! was ordained 10 
years ago, he hoped to make home visits 
to every deaf Catholic in the diocese. He 
has not begun working on that goal 
because he doesn’t want to visit just a few 
and risk the appearance of playing 
favorites. 


“IF I could single out the one thing 
that frustrates me more than anything, 
it’s that goal I set 10 years ago,’’ he said. 


Time constraints limit the impact of 
Services to Disabled Persons, part of 
Catholic Community Services, he added. 


Betty Britschgi, special religious 
education consultant there, admits she is 
frustrated, too. 


“*Presently there are only two catechists 
for the deaf in our diocese. Only a few 
deaf children are receiving any formal 
religious education,’’ she said. 


ONLY THREE Catholics here can 
interpret the Mass in sign language, she 
said. ‘‘Non-Catholics have a difficult time 
interpreting Catholic events. They are 
not acquainted with Catholic ritual and 
language. Each faith has a religious 
vocabulary which is unique,’’ she said. 


Once, a non-Catholic signer was asked 
in sign language by a deaf person if there 
would be an opportunity for confession 
before Mass. The signer was confused by 
the similarity of the sign for confession 
and jail, and thought the Catholic was 
asking if there would be jail before Mass.

Richmond Catholics disagree with their bishop on nuclear arms 


RICHMOND, Va. (NC) — Only 30 percent of 
Catholic survey respondents in the Richmond Diocese 
agreed with their bishop’s stand against nuclear weapons. 
Forty percent disagreed and the rest expressed no 
opinion. 

Bishop Walter F. Sullivan of Richmond, an outspoken 
opponent of nuclear deterrence, commissioned the mail 
poll of Catholic views last summer and released the results 
at the end of March, es 
' NEA ALF of pl 
88-question survey favored the involvement of the U.S. 
bishops in nuclear war and peace issues, while 38 percent 
thought the bishops should be involved less or not at all in 
such issues. 


Those who favored the involvement of the bishops in 
that area were also considerably more likely to oppose 
capital punishment, to favor government steps to promote 
equal opportunities for all citizens, and to think that the 
United States has a responsibility to assist the poor at 
home and abroad. They were slightly more likely to 
oppose legalized abortion. 


Bishop Sullivan has said it is immoral to participate in 
the production or deployment of nuclear weapons. 
Despite wide publicity given to his views, about one 
fourth of those surveyed said they did not have a clear 
understanding of his position and another 45 percent said 
they had only a ‘‘somewhat clear’’ idea of his views. 


ONLY 7.3 percent of those who answered the 
questionnaire said they “‘strongly agree’’ with Bishop 
Sullivan on nuclear issues. Another 22 percent said they 
agree.

Presentamos una interesante entrevista con nuestro amigo Jesse Rivera, director de la 
Mesa Ejecutiva Hispana de la didcesis. Cuando en 1975 termin6 el Segundo Sinodo de 
San Diego, una de sus principales conclusiones fue fundar la “‘Comisién Ejecutiva 
Hispana’ formada por representantes de los decanatos de la antigua extensa didcesis, 
que reportarian a sus juntas las necesidades hispanas de todas las parroquias, en busca 
de soluciones. En 1982 la Comisién es elevada a ‘‘Board”’ e inserta en la organizacién 
general del DPC (Concilio Pastoral Diocesano,) con la misma categoria de los otros 
cuerpos directivos: y hoy la llamamos ‘‘Mesa Ejecutiva Hispana.’’ Su presidente actual 
es el Obispo Gilberto Chavez, y el laico director es Jesse Rivera. Por el valor e influencia 
de esta entidad y para conocer sus actividades en favor de nuestras gentes, hacemos a 
Jesse las siguientes preguntas: 

1. Jesse, ¢por qué piensa Ud. que es importante para los hispanos tener esta Mesa 
Ejecutiva? ¢Influye élla en nuestras comunidades? éQué beneficios nos reporta? 

JESSE: Creo que es importante la Mesa porque cada dia esta haciendo tomar mas 
conciencia a los hispanos sobre la necesidad de unir nuestras fuerzas y trabajar 
estrechamente juntos en una linea unica de organizacion cristiana que es, naturalmente, 
el Plan Pastoral; ya estamos tomando més en serio nuestras obligaciones de latinos, 
responsables por un valioso legado cultural catdlico. En cuanto a influencia, Ud. puede 
calcularla si piensa que cada mes nos llegan los principales problemas de nuestras gentes 
en las parroquias, y aqui trabajamos para dar al maximo las soluciones; este esfuerzo 
repercute en toda la comunidad. Respecto a beneficios, sefialaré sdlo este: la labor de la 
Mesa Ejecutiva en la base parroquial ha hecho que cada dia aparezcan mds y més 
personas que con valiosas cualidades y ministerios, estaban ocultas a la sombra de los 
campanarios, y que la Mesa ha sacado a primer plano; es sangre nueva, y esta 
promocion es un gran beneficio. 

2. Durante su periodo como director, gcudles son las mas notables actuaciones de la 
Mesa Ejecutiva en favor del grupo hispano de la Diécesis? ~ 

JESSE: Una realizacién muy valiosa en estos dos afics ha sido que en la Mesa 
Ejecutiva, ademas de los decanatos, ya tenemos representadas oficialmente y con voto 
las Oficinas Hispanas de la didcesis: la de Evangelizacién y Educacion Religiosa, la de 
Catequesis, la de Juventud; y los Movimientos Seglares: el Cursillo, el Carismatico, el 
Familiar Cristiano, el Guadalupano, el de Encuentros Matrimoniales. Ademés la Mesa 
ha trabajado siempre de acuerdo con el Centro Padre Hidalgo, donde junto con la 
cooperacidn organizativa, compartimos una continua formacién doctrinal y practica que 
nos hace dia por dia integralmente humanos y cristianos. 

Todas estas valiosas entidades,. instrumentos del apostolado y del sacerdocio laical 
(LG 10) que desea el Vaticano II, juntdndose ahora de acuerdo con su naturaleza y 
estatutos, bajo la jerarquia de los Obispos, en la unidad de la Mesa Ejecutiva, presentan 
la realidad del nico Cuerpo de Cristo que anuncia S. Pablo (1Cr. 12) y que desea la 
Iglesia (LG 7). 

También me ha tocado la renovacién metodoldgica del Plan Pastoral Diocesano, y la 
Mesa ha querido ser de un apoyo total para esta realizacién que nos conduce a 
comprender mejor la integralidad del Evangelio, y a interesarnos més por nuestro 
cardcter de ciudadanos del cielo y de la tierra, que debemos ejercer derechos tan 
importantes como el voto para alcanzar mayor justicia.con los menos favorecidos, de 
acuerdo con Jesus que fue enviado y nos envia a ‘‘evangelizar a los pobres..’’ (Lc. 4, 18) 
Igualmente trabajamos ahora para que los 8 decanatos tengan cada uno su Concilio 
Hispano que coordine la pastoral de cada zona. El unico problema es la falta de 
cooperacion de-los parrocos. Es, gratisimo poder decir que en estos dos afios hemos 
trabg or Sage as ecto acuerdo-con nuestros Obispos. » j VIRAOEG HEU Puroy 

3. ¢Cudles son las responsibilidades de Ud. ante el Concilio Pastoral Diocesano? 

JESSE: Debo llevar ante el DPC los reportes de la Mesa Ejecutiva, y proponer alli los 
problemas hispanos que requieran una solucién conjunta y superior. Hasta el momento 
no hubo ninguno de tal clase, pero sé que el DPC nos ayudara con todo su poder a 
resolver cualquier necesidad grave de la Comunidad Hispana. Esperamos que al 
fundarse los Concilios Decanales, estos solucionen las dificultades con los parrocos. Si 
no, tal seria el primer problema notable que deberia yo llevar ante el DPC. 

4. Por ultimo, Jesse, muchos querrdn conocerlo mejor; podria Ud. darnos los datos 
principales de su persona y de su vida?

JESSE: Naci en Puerto Rico, donde hice los primeros estudios. Murié pronto mi 
padre, y hube de ayudar a cinco hermanas, dos hermanos y a mi madre para salir 
adelante; hoy me siento feliz de-tenerlos a todos conmigo en San Diego. En 1950 llegué a 
N. York y poco después entre al ejército. Estuve dos afios en la guerra de Corea. He 
colaborado en favor de los grupos latinos, con varias de las asociaciones que funcionan 
en Chicano Federation. Ahora trabajo con el Estado, y me gusta porque puedo ayudar a 
muchos hispanos menos favorecidos en multiples necesidades legales, de empleo, de 
habitacién, de discriminacidén, etc. Termino pidiendo a nuestras gentes la unidn y un 
gran esfuerzo a fin de educarnos cada vez mas, para servir mejor.

Although she has toyed with the idea of 
becoming a Sister, she feels she is meant 
to be a wife and mother. She looks 
forward to having four or five children if 
it is financially possible when she marries.
